Hinnll porcrntngc of fhoso go back to 
tho farm. Tho soil Is tilled, tbo crops 
are raised, for the most part, by men 
who cannot attend college, high school 
or extension course. In a generation 
or two the tHlucntlonnl process going 
on may Jt-nvco the whole lump.

Soil Renewal, 


"Tbo condition of the farm HBO* the 


HtntNtlcB of production cry out for in- 
struction, and at once, for the whole 
body of farmers. Soils that once pro- 
rtuund from twenty-five to forty bushels 
of wheiat to the acre now give from 
ten to twenty, England and Germany, 


onco as reckless of impoverished noil 
ta wo, have raised their average yield 
:o more than twice ours under f.tr less 
favorable circumstances. 
"SVo can do 


jo satno vrltb greater ean^. 
"What arc tho nteps? I am refer- 


ring now only to what tlio uneducated 
man can do. If « man Is sick he must 


•ft a doctor to diagnose the disease 


and prescribe the right remedy. 
So

Tho evidence of Its 


sickness In inadequate yip'd. It needs 
medical treatment 
Send a unmplo of 


t to tho nearest experiment sf.tNoa 
for analysis. The analyst can deter- 
mine what elements hnvp been et- 


luted by careless cultivation; what 


particular form of fertilization will re- 
store that soil to high productivity. 
This will give tho farmer the exact 
practical information for tho first Btcp. 
Tt Is almost the only purely technical 
question Hint ho has to face. 


How to Tout Seeds. 


"Tbo next step is seed selection. 


This is slrlctlj firm work. 
Every 


farmer should plant bi^ seed for ger- 
mination before planting. This he cnn 
do quickly in n nmnll wooden box with 


fpw iucbcs of enrUi in It, covered 


with a whito cloth marked out In 
squares. Place DO or 100 seeds in each 
square, molfcteu tho earth, keep It In a 
moderately 
even 
temperuturo 
and 


count the number of seeds that sprout. 
An export cnn do no more. 


"Soil examination, fertilizntiou, seed 


selection, rotation of ci'op.s and thor- 
ough nnd ropciteil cultivation—thcso 
are the essentials. Tbe last mentioned 
means deep plowing, frequent harrow- 
ing, bringing and keeping tbo soil in 
condition to ftvor growth, 


"There is. nothing here requiring tech- 


nical education, rut tho best qualified 
specialist in tbe country on 100 acres 
of Jnnd nnd he could do no more, nnd 
every industrious farmer can do this 
on bis own Innd, nud be will get as 
good results. 
By nothing more com- 


Jler than tho general adoption of these 
methods $8,000,000,000 or $8 000,000,000 
might be added yearly to tbe national 
•wealth nnd 4be farmers of the coun- 
try bo elevated to comparative afflu- 
ence. 


"Agricultural education for today, 


Ibtjn, resolves itself into the extremely 
practical question of how to get not 
students, but the man actually on tho 
farm, to do tiiese Cow simple things 
that transform forming from a labori- 
ous occupation of many hazards luto 
n «ufo and profitable industry."

Census Stiows That More Than 


• That Have Right, 


NOW SIX SUFFRAGE STATES, 


California and Washington Woman 


Will VoU FOP Pr««id«nt Fair Flrat 
Tim»—1,346,925 el Voting AB», of 
Whom Nearly Half Ar» of Natvva 
Parentage. 


The women of sit stntea will partic- 


ipate In tfae coming presidential elec- 
tion, those of California nnd "Washing- 
ton for tlia first time. It is estimated 
that about 1,000,000 ot them will roto, 
although considerably piore tbjm tat* 
number have tho right. 


A preliminary btotement ha» jn»t 


been issued by Director Durand of the 
(.cnsns bureau giving tho number of 
women oH voting nge in the six ntates 
til which they have the right to vote 
In all elections. Iu this btatemcut the 
number ot such women in distributed 
according to color, nativity and pnPeril4 
ago for each state na n whole and lot 
each of 1U cities of over 25,000-Inhab- 
itants. 


In using tie figures contained In this 


statement It should be understood that 
they do not represent tbp number ot 
actual women voters, but rtitacr the 
number who" nt the time the census 
was tnlcen in April, 1930, were eligible 
to voto from the standpoint of nge 
alone, aside from any qualifications 
buaed upon naturalization, education, 
length of residence or considerations 
oC a like nature, and, furthermore, that 
no account is taken of those who have 
become of ago sinco April, 1010, or ol! 
those who may have died eince that 
date. 


Distinction js made in the statement 


between white frirmles of native nnd 
foreign birth, respectively, and al-so for 
tho n.iUve white with respect to par- 
entage. 
Those having both parents 


natives of tlio United States 
are 


classed as of native parentage; tbose 
having either both parents born abroad 
or one parent native and one parent 
born abrond are classed as ot foreign 
or iniied parentage. 


Tbe whole number of women In these 


six states taken together who were of 
voting age In 1910 was 1,346,025, of 
•whom 654.7&1, or 48.0 per cent were- 
native whites of native parentage; 333,- 
025, or 24 7 per cent native whltc» of 
foreign or mixed parentage, 827,682, or 
M 8 per cent, foreign born whites;

Amorica. ,' Several overheard tho^rermurk; and tho name stuck; also tho time—tho first'Monday 
in September, t. Ono of tlioso who'overheard was George'K. Lloyd of tho Now,York Central La- 
bor union, and ho made a motion that another parade bo held tho next'year,*'which Wn3 donoj 
Ito and others moved 011 tho Now York legislature to have Labor day made a holiday, which was 
also done, only it did not get through till 1887. General Master Workman Powderly put the 
Labor day provision through tho Knighta of Labor and Mr. McGuire had it adopted by various' 
trade uniotu. The first state legislature to make Labor day n legal holiday was that of Oregon,' 
although thp day fixed was not tho first Monday in September, the act being amended later 
to designate that day. ' This was in February, 1887. The Colorado legislature shortly followed 
that of Oregon. Then Now Jersey, New York and other states got into line until now practically 
every state in the Union lias followed suit.' 


In.congress a bill to make labor day a legal holiday'in" the"District of Columbia was intro- 


duced by Amos J ^ummings in the house and by Senator J. H. Kyle of Souch Da-' 
kota iii tho senate."', Later it was pressed by John J. O'Neill, chairman of the house 
labor committee, and in 1894 was passed. Thus labor came into its own.,
